The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject matter: the prior 
art taken either singly or in combination fails to anticipate or fairly suggest the fea- 
tures/limitations of applicant's sole independent claim, in such a manner that a rejection under 
35 U.S.C. 102 or 103 would be proper. More specifically, in regard to independent claim 1, the 
prior art taken either singly or in combination fails to anticipate or fairly suggest an apparatus 
for displaying a lenticular image comprising, inter alia, a lenticular image sheet and a lenticular 
lens sheet arranged in a housing so as to allow relative sliding motion between the image and 
the lens; "wherein at least one lug projects from said one of said lens sheet or image sheet, the 
apparatus further including at least one bearing arranged to support said at least one lug during 
said relative sliding movement" (Claim 1, Lines 7-10), taken together in combination with the 
totality of particular features/limitations recited therein.
